As the struggle with 
the Vatican began in the Grand Duchy of 
Baden, and its example was afterwards fol- 
lowed by the Prussian Legislature, it is 
natural that the Liberals should be uneasy as 
to the ultimate intentions of the Government 
of Baden. A leading organ of the above- 
named party expresses its opinion somewhat 
in the following terms: 

“We are persuaded that the steps taken by 
the Government of Baden will excite great 
and just astonishment among the many warm 
and sympathizing ends it has up to the 

resent moment possessed all over Germany. 
The tenor of the conditions themselves has 
not excited so much disapproval as the way 
in which the Government has attempted to 
obtain the consent of the Vatican to them. 
They first consulted the Roman Catholic au- 
thorities in Baden zs to whether they ap- 

roved them, and this policy must, there- 
ore, be regarded as the first step towards 
concluding a Concordat with the Vati- 
can. The sition to which the Gov- 
ernment of en has reduced itself is very 
humiliating. The Archbishop forbade youn 
priests to pass the State examination requir 
of them or to ask a dispensation from it. 
People certainly expec that the Govern- 
ment, even before commencing negotiations, 
would demand the withdrawal of this pro- 
hibition, by which the laws of the State were 
set at naught, and ho doubt it did so, but 
without success. Itis only quite lately that 
the Roman Catholic authorities have ceded 
this point, and only under the condition that 
the obnoxious State examination shall be 
altogether abolished. No one can wonder 
that the Ultramontane press is loud in its 
expressions of triumph at such a disgraceful 
capitulation on the part of the Government 
of Baden. We can anly hope that the Cham- 
ber will not consent to finish a twenty years 
struggle in such a hamiliating way.

THE MILITIA LAW SUSTAINED. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois has just 
made public one of the most valuable and in- 
teresting decisions which it has ever delivered. 
In an opinion filed yesterday at Mt. Vernon 
it sustains from the enacting clause to the 
concluding section the validity of the act for 
the organization of the Illinois National 
Guard, passed at the last session of 
the Legislature. Soon after this act 
went into force an effort was made to secure 
a test case by arresting a Communist Captain 
and some of his men, who were parading the 
streets with arms in violation of its provis- 
ions. The leader sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus before Judge Barnum and was re- 
leased, the Judge, in a long opinion, holding 
that not merely the particular section under 
which the man was arrested, but all the other 
provisions of the law, were unconstitutional 
and void. There was no way in which 
this case could be carried to the Supreme 
Court. Subsequently a man, summoned as 
a juror before Judge Barnum, then sitting in 
the Criminal Court, pleaded his privilege of

The illusory hopes of a favoring decision 
of the Court with which the Communists 
have been fed for a year back are now sum- 
marily ended, and it is to be haped that they 
will disband their illegal organizations and 
make no further attempts to violate the pro- 
visions of the State law.

STREET-CLEANING IN CHICAGO. 

One of the standing expenditures of the 
City of Chicago is that for street-leaning, 


and one of the standing reproaches against 


the city is, that it never has any clean streets. 
Itis generally an even thing between the 
paved streets and the earth streets as to 
which are the more dusty in dry or more 
muddy in wet weather, and, as the weuther 
is either dry or wet, the dust and the mud 
are the alternatives in the thoroughfares of 
Chicago. 
We spend good round sums nominally 
for scraping the paved streets, but these 
scrapings are semi-periodical, and the mud 
is catried off and dumped upon the earth 
streets, thence to be blown,in the form of 
dust, or hauled on the wheels of all kinds of 
vehicles back to the paved streets. In con- 
venient pt\ximity to all paved streets there 
are unpevetones, kept seemingly to supply 
the others Wth > weather, and 
with dust in dy, expenditure of money 
for street-eleanxg under these circumstances 
is like spending Loney to sweep back the sea 
with a broom. 

The Commission® of Public Works and 
the Citizens’ Associaton have considered this 
matter seriously, ana have come to some 
kind of an agreement & to the sum which 
ought to be expended ‘or this purpose, to 
which agreement there fprobably no objec- 
tion, if the present syste, is to be main- 
tained. But the time has me when there 
ought to be some effort mat to arrest the 
supply of mud by means of hrmanent pre- 
vention. There should be a Sytematic Im- 
provement of the streets; the} should be 
paved, or they should be macad ein- 
dered, or graveled. All the street not im- 
proved by paving with wood or stom ghould 
be given a hard surface by thick beds ein- 
ders, macadam, or gravel. It is ‘folly 
to expect paved streets to be pt 
free of mud so long as there 
a continuous train of vehicles bringing mud 
upon their wheels from all the unpaved 
streets and depositing it on the paved road- 
ways. All the mud and dust scraped from 
the paved streets should be hauled away to 
fill up low grounds, and should never be 
dumped on the unpaved streets. These 
should be ali improved by the removal of the 
soft surface-earth, which is alternately dust 
or mud, and should be provided with deep and 
firmly-rolied beds of cinders, macadam, or 
gravel, The beds of these streets should be 
made so hard that they will throw off the rain, 
and, when this is done, the supply ef mud 
which is now furnished to all the streets will 
be reduced proportionately. Having stopped 
the manufacture and distribution of mud, 
then the work of keeping the paved and all 
other streets clean will be reduced to the 
minimum. If all the money now expended 
annually for scraping and sweeping the 
paved streets, and for trimming the earth or 
dirt ones, were quadrupled, it would not suf- 
fice to keep them in a respectable condition. 

Of all the expenditures made by the city, that 
for “cleaning” the earth streets is the great- 
est waste. The performance would be ridicu- 
lous if it were not so costly. Large gangs of 
men are employed throughout the year for 
this purpose. These men shovel the soft 
earth from the sides of the street and-throw 
it upon the centre of the roadway, and the 
first shower washes it back to the level, re- 
ducing the whole roadway to a disgraceful 
mass of thick mud. The defense of this ex- 
penditure is, that it gives employment to a class 
of men physically unable to perform any 
other work; the expenditure is therefore a 
matter of charity, —a direet donation from the 
City Treasury. Occasionally the Council 
Chamber echoes with fervid appeals that 
these men should not be required to work” 
more than eight hours a day, and should be 
paid 30 per cent more than the current price 
of labor. So far as their labor is concerned,

if one-half the money annually appro- 
priated for street-cleaning were éxpended in 
macadamizing these mud streets, or in giving 
them a good hard bed of cinders, every dollar 
would be of practical use. 

In the matter of street-cleaning, and espe- 
cially of street-sweeping, the city authorities 
should remember that the streets are not for 
the mere use of those occupying the houses 
fronting thereon, but of those who have oc- 
casion to need them. Thestreets in the South 
Division north of Harrison or Twelfth 
street are used by hundreds of thousands of 


. 
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renting landlords that most distress prevails, 


and that these same Lords are more desirous 
of clearing out their tenantry than of aiding 


them, the efficacy of the Government meas- 


ure cannot be well perceived. Then, again, 
the loans are to be made on security. Most 
of the estates of the rack-renters are heavily 
mortgaged, and if is improbable that 
they will be burdened by their own- 
ers to any greater extent, even if 
the Local Government Board was willing to 
negotiate loans on the security of such es- 
tates. It is well to bear in mind also that the 
compensation paid to workingmen will be 
very niggardly. In justification of this 
statement we might offer the case of the Earl 
of Kenmare, a Catholic nobleman living in the 
County Kerry, who has borrowed $13,000 
from the Church Surplus Fund, and who 
pays his laborers 1 shilling, or 8 cents, per 
day. Out ot this scanty sum a man is sup 
posed to be able to support himself and fam- 
lly! 

Another provision af the proposed meas- 
ure will give power to the Local Government 
Board to authorize Boards of Guardians to 
give outdoor relief, That this authority will 
be productive of some good in many places 
is beyond doubt, but there are many places 
also in which it will remain a dead-letter, be- 
cause of the landlords forming a majority of 
the Board of Guardians. In 1847-48 some of 
these Boards were so remiss in the perform- 
ance of their plain duties in relieving the 
sufferers that an act of Parliament was 
passed giving the Local Government Boards 
authority to remove them, and this was done 
in 143 cases. The system of outdoor relief, 
too, is demoralizing and degrading,—so de- 
grading, indeed, thats sensitive people had 
rather die of starvation than receiveit. The 
manner in which this outdoor-relief business 
was managed in 1848 was simply horrible. 
“The feeding of dogsin a kennel was far 
more orderly.” 

The only feasible, practical, and sensible 
plan of immediate relief would be the em- 
ployment of the people in some useful and 
necessary productiveworks. This is what 
the representatives of the Irish people de 
manded months ago from the Government; 
but the Tory leaders ate veritable Bourbons, 
who never learn or never forget anything,” 
and they seem determined to move in the 
same old groove as in 1847-46. There 
art thousands of acres of waste lands 
which, by proper drainage, might be 
changed into arable land where fami- 
lies might live in comfort and prosperity. 
Many of the Irish streams periodically over- 
flow their beds, anda slight outlay towards 
deepening their channels would prevent 
these overflows and the consequent destruc- 
tion of much valuable property. Then there 
are the fishing-harbors, which by a alight 
outlay might be put into good, serviceable 
condition, but which are now mere creeks, 
without docks, piers, or anything which 
would render them available for the purpose 
for which they are attempted to be used. 
Such matters have been brought before the 
attention of the Government by the Irish 
members, only to be totally disregarded. 
They do not wish that the control of the 
relief funds shall pass out of the hands of 
their pets, the landlords, who may be able to 
use the influence which the distribution of 
the funds shall give them to bolster up an 
infamous system of land tenure.

A CONVENIENT PROJECT. 
Washington Dispatch to New York Herald. 

The House Committee on Railroads and 
Canals is entertaining a singular proposition, 
which, if it should find favor with Congress, 
is capable of very wide application. The 
Washington, Cincinnati & St. Louis Rail- 
road Company proposes an arrangement 
with the Government, by which it shall be 
allowed to import steel or iron rails for its 
road and pay the custom duties with 
its bonds, which the Secretary of 
the Treasury is to hold until the road has 
earned their face value 1 serving the Govy- 
ernment. Such a rule, if it were adopted, 
would be endlesly convenient to American 
citizens. For instance, a man might import 
a pair of trousers and pay the duties on them 
with a bond to be hel the Secretary of 
the Treasury until he had obtained a Gov- 
ernment office and earned enough salary in 
it to pay his campaign expenses and redeem 
his bond. The Committee is considering the 
Company’s proposition, but it will probably 
prefer to recommend a general law allowing 
everybody to import everything and pay the 
customs duties with bonds. 

The same Committee intends to report fa- 
vorably a bill compell the Government to 

arantee the bonds of the San Antonio & 
. — Border Railway to the handsome 
tune of $15,000 per mile for 160 miles. It will 
be observed that there is , mean about 
this Committee, but the general impression is 
that the House of Representatives is not at 
this time giving guarantees to railway bonds.

RRDUCTIO NIN LUMBER RATES. 

As predicted in yesterday’s TnmOUNx, the 
roads in the Southwestern Railroad Associa- 
tion decided yesterday to make a reduction 
in the lumber rates to Missouri River points. 
The new rates will be as follows: From Chi- 
cago to St. Joseph, Atchison, Leavenworth, 
and Kansas City, 2134 cents per 100 pounds in 
car-loads of 24,000 pounds; from Mississippi 
River points north of Keokuk, 17 cents per 
100 pounds; from Mississippi River points 
south of and includ Keokuk, 1384¢ cents 
per 100 pounds. This is a reduction of 3% 
cents per 100 pounds, and will, no doubt, 
have the effect of bringing more life in the 
lumber traffic from this point, which has 
been almost at a standstill during the last 
month or two, owl the competi- 
tion by the so-call “Lumber Line” 
lately formed by the West Wisconsin, Sioux 
City & St. Paul, Sioux City & Pacific, and 
Kansas City, St. Joe & Council Bluffs Rail- 
roads for the purpose of taking lumber direct 
from the Wisconsin regions at Eau Claire 
and Chippewa Falls to Missouri River points. 

The Northwestern Railroad, it is claimed, 
is acting in ¢onjunction with the “Lumber 
Line,” and is, therefore fighting the other 
Chicago lines on the lumber business.

DARWINISM. 


Has Man Been Evolved from Irra- 
tional Animals? 


What the American and 
0 Sehools Do Not Teach. {| 


} 
| Replies of Nine College Presidents to the 


„Observer's“ Inquiries. 


The gradual acceptance of the doctrine of 
evolution among our theological friends is 
causing some perturbation which it is im- 
portant to notice. Our orthodox contempo- 
rary, the Independent, recognizing the mis- 
chief that is being done by the obstinate re- 
fusal of religious teachers to accept the con- 
clusions of science, came out strongly in 
favor of the evolution theory. Dr. McCosh 
had declared, in addressing the Evangelical 
Alliance in New York: It is useless to tell 
the younger naturalists that there is no truth 
in the doctrine of development, for they know 
that there is truth which is not to be set 
aside by denunciation. Religious philoso- 
phers might be more profitably employed in 
showing them the religious aspects of the 
doctrine of development; and some would be 
grateful to any who would help them to keep 
their old faith in God and the Bible with 
their new faith in science.“ The Independ- 
ent took this ground, and in its article upon 
the subject said: We are all taught in our 
best schools, by our scientific authori- 
ties, almost without exception (and we 
laymen in science are, therefore, compelled 
to believe), that man was, at least so far as 
his physical structure is concerned, evolved 
from irrational Animals. We, therefore, can- 
not help doubting, as every thinking and 
scholarly young man [in these schools] must 
and does doubt, whether the story of the fall 
in the first Adam is historical.“ 

The cautions and vigilant New York Ob- 
server now took the alarm. It sent thi®pas- 


sage to nine Presidents of colleges, and asked 
them if it was true that it represented the 
teaching in their respective institutions. Dr. 
Porter, of Yale, replied, “The inclosed does 
not give a correct representation of the teach- 
ing in this college by our scientific authori- 
ties. Dr. McCosh, of Princeton, said: “In 
answer to your inquiries I have to state that 


‘we do not teach in this college that man is 


‘evolved from irrational animals.’ I teach 
that man's soul was made in the im of 
God, and his body out of the dust of the 
ground. I do not oppose development, but 
an atheistic development.” Dr.Chadbourne, 
of Williams, answered: The doctrine is not 
taught here that man, even in his SB be 
nature, was evolved from one of the lower 
animals.

For, if evo- 
lution is not taught in those colleges, we may 
fairly infer that it is because the old alterna- 
tive doctrine has not been given up; that is, 
as President Cattell observes, there is among 
his colleagues such a cordial acceptance 
of the old faith.” Henee@ we learn that, on 
a large question of natural history, nine 
of the leading American coll teach the 
old theological beliefs rather than the con- 
clusions of modern scienée.

DISCUSSING PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 

A meeting of property-holders of the Eighth 
Ward who are anxious to secure an appropria- 
tion for a viaduct over the tracks of the Chicago, 
Alton & St. Louis Railroad gt Harrison street 
was held last evening in thé saloon at No. 151 
West Harrison street. Thereevere about twenty- 
five present. Ex-Ald. Bateham was called on to 
preside. Ald. Frank Lawler made a statement 
as to the present condition of the viaduct ques- 
tion before the Council.

The viaduct at Ha n street is 
estimated to cost only $26,000, of which the city’s 
part will only be about $16,000. Remarks were 
also made of the same tenor by Messrs. Lussem 
and Bradley. A resolution was adopted praying 
the Council to make an appropriation fora via- 
duct which should be a protection and benefit to 
p rty and pedestrians, and asking that the 

uct be granted without delay. The Chair- 
man appointed Messrs. Lussem, Bradley, Fitz- 
gerald, Brabrook, and Clifford to act a com- 
mittee to press the matter beforé the Council in 
conjunction wit: the President and Secretary. 
Mr. Bateham addressed the meeting, advocating 
the urgency upon the Council of the ordinance 
allowing the construction of a central depot at 
Madison strect. The committee were so in- 
structed, and the meeting adjourned to Tuesday 
evening. 

DESPLAINES STREET PAVEMENT. 

About a dozen of the property-owners on 
South Desplaines street, between Monroe and 
Harrison, met at No. 243 on the first-mentioned 
thoroughfare last Ne and discussed the 

uestion. What shall we do with reference to 

assessment for a pavement?’ Two views 
were expressed. One, which was upheld by three 
or four, was that, the property-owners having 
once paved the street and turned it over to the 
city authorities, it was the duty of the latter to 

ave it thereafter, taking the money out of the 

eneral Fund, or, if necessary, raising it by tax- 
ation. The absurdity of this position was 
pointed out by Mr. M. B. Harrison, the Chair- 
man, who called attention tothe fact that the 
law was that the r should pay 
tor the improvement. e advocates of the 
proposition then said, if they had to pay, there 
was no use in making any fuss. The other party 
were in favor of fighting the assessment in the 
courts, not with the hope or expectation of an- 
null it, but solely to gain time,—to have the 
use of $10 or 200 for two years at 7 or 8 per 
cent, the legal expenses being estimated at 
about $2alot. After an hour's talk, a commit- 
tee, consisting of Messrs. Newman, Rooney, 
Felsenthal, Goodman, and Harrison, was ap- 
pointed to consult a lawyer. The kind 
of pavement was next: discussed, and the 
committee was empowered to report as 
to the advisability of substituting macadam for 
wooden blocks, and to prepare a petition to the 
Council asking that the change be made, for 
adoption or rejection at a meeting to be held at 
the same piace next Saturday night. 


UNDERGROUND WIRES. 
THE ULTIMATE RESULT OF TELEGRAPH LINES IN 
THE CITY. 

For some time past the American District Tel- 
egraph Company have been trying the experi- 
mentof underground wires in the tunnels. These 
have deen so successful, and the dif- 
culties so completely surmounted, that they 
have decided to try a more decisive 
experiment. They are all ready to begin the 
work of laying a series of cables of 600 wires in 
the alley running from La Salle street to Fifth 
avenue, between Washington and Madison 
streets. They believe that they have success- 
fully solved the problem, at least for short cir- 
cuits, but, tomake assurance doubly sure, will 
make the present experiment as a preliminary 
step toward laying all their wires under ground. 
They use one-and-one-fourth inch iron pipes, 
which will hold about fifty wires. Each wire is 
wrapped with cotton tape, and this again with a 
thin spiral wire, the whole being closely wound 
Labs mgr - Each spiralis connected with 

© earth, and forms a ground connection. Iti 
believed that the lightning from the air will 
follow the spiral and thus be conducted in 
safety. The pipes are laid with the ends nearly 
on a level, and are filled with clear parrafine. 
Mr. Firman, the General Manager, is confident 
that this plan will work successfully, although 
it could not be adopted on long circuits where 
the wires are carried in the air outside the city, 
for in that case the spirals would attract the 
outside electricity and probably burn the cables. 
While the experiment in the tunnel has been 
successful, it is impossible to tell what 
the induction will amount to when the cables 
are really laid under ground. In case the ex- 

riment 1 successful it will be extended 
ughout the city, in case right of way is se- 
cured,: There are several plans for carrying the 
pees through the streets under the gutters, but 
most popular plan is the proposition to have 
the city condemn a tof way under the side- 
walks, with manh at convenient
